CLEO'S' Invite all local girls named 

Cleo to attend the first 
showing of “Congo Bill" as your guests. Ask for iden¬ 
tification proof. Publicize the invitation through local 
newspapers.

Nearly every store in your town has merchandise 
that relates in some way to jungle animals and Africa.
